CINEMA IS 
PLANNED 
FOR MALL 


BOLD new plans to kick-start 
the regeneration of Harlow 
town centre by transforming 
part of The Harvey Centre into 
a multi-screen cinema complex 
and food court have been 
unveiled by the shopping mail’s 
new owners. 

Addington Capital - which took 
control of the centre last April - is set 
to pump £8m into an ambitious rede¬ 
velopment project focused around the

sprawling former JJB Sports store on 
the first floor. 

According to the draft proposals, 
an area of 25,000 sq ft incorporating 
the vacant shop, a neighbouring unit 
of equivalent size and an overhead 
storage area is earmarked for an 
eight-screen cinema, while up to six 
expanded first floor units have been 


allocated for new eateries and coffee 
shops. 

Addington are currently locked in 
talks with a major UK cinema opera¬ 
tor and several high-street restaurant 
chains over the plans and hope to be 
in a position to submit a planning 
application to Harlow Council within 
the next month. 

If approved, work could start in 
autumn this year and be complete in 
time for a Christmas 2013 opening.

Alex Wagstaff, partner at 
Addington Capital, told the 
Star: "We are excited about our 
plans to establish a state-of-the- 
art leisure destination within the 
Harvey Centre and anticipate that 
the proposals - if approved - will 
help boost the night-time econo¬ 
my and in turn encourage wider 
investment in the town centre. 

"The former JJB store has been 
vacant since 2008, and with 
another unit next-door of equiva¬ 
lent size also sitting empty for 
several years, we realised there 
was great potential to offer our 
customers something new and 
exciting. 

"By bringing in national 
restaurant chains, we also hope to 
increase the amount of time 
shoppers spend in the centre, giv¬ 
ing our retailers a boost and 
opening up the possibility for 
trading hours to be extended." 

The plans follow hot on the 
heels of a recent £lm revamp of 
the centre’s interior - a project 
that Mr Wagstaff said had already 
reaped dividends by helping to 
boost customer footfall by an 
average of 10 per cent since its 
completion. 

"The Harvey Centre was built 
in the 1980s and was designed to 
reflect the retail demands of the 
period — our ambition is to bring 
it into the 21st century," he 
added. 

"We’ve already refurbished the 
main interior mall, and we now 
want to continue this modernisa¬ 
tion at first floor level. 

"We know the demand is there, 
and we’re committed to providing 
our customers with what they 
want - exciting new shops, high- 
quality restaurants and a new 
leisure destination in the town 
centre." 

The plans are now on public 
display in a vacant unit opposite 
Burger King on the first floor.

Shops overcharging 
for postage stamps

THREE Harlow newsagents 
are facing a Royal Mail probe 
into allegations they are over¬ 
charging customers for stamps 
following a Star investigation. 

Local residents first alerted the 
Star to a number of Harlow inde¬ 
pendent retailers charging more than 
the set prices of 46p and 36p for first 
and second class stamps. 

Although stamp prices are not set 
to rise until April 30, some shoppers 
reported stores were already charg¬ 
ing the new prices of 60p for a first 
class stamp and 50p for second class. 

After the Star attempted to pur¬ 
chase stamps from six independent 
newsagents located in the town cen¬ 
tre and Old Harlow, three - Imran 
News in The Hoo, NewsRak in Old 
Harlow High Street and Newswell in 
Terminus Street - quoted prices over 
the set rate, while the other three 
retailers had run out of stock. 

WHSmith, Tesco, Co-Op and 
Sainsbury’s all offered stamps at the 
correct price. 

When challenged about the inflat¬ 
ed costs, the owners of Imran News 
and Newswell said they had been 
unaware they could not charge above 
the RRP for stamps, apologised for 
the "mistake" and said they would be 
reviewing their prices immediately. 

A spokesman for NewsRak said 
the shop was "horrified" by the error, 
which he claimed had resulted from 
confusion over new Olympic-themed 
stamps. 

"We want to sincerely apologise to 
anyone who was overcharged for 
stamps at the shop and would be 
happy to refund anybody affected," 
he said. 

"The mix-up occurred as a result 
of us being sent the new Olympic- 
themed stamps rather than our usual 
order. We have now removed the 
stamps from sale until the problem is 
rectified." 

Royal Mail advised that retailers

are bound by a set of terms and con¬ 
ditions when selling their products 
and that they would take any reports 
of retailers who overcharge for 
stamps "very seriously". 

Spokesperson Valerie Antoine 
said: "The correct price for a first 
class stamp is 46 pence and a second 
class stamp is 36 pence. Any shop 
which is over-charging is in breach 
of its contract with Royal Mail. 

"We would urge customers most 
strongly to refuse to pay more than 
the correct price for stamps and to 
report anybody who is overcharging 
to our Customer Service department 
on 08457 740 740 so that we can 
investigate immediately."

Burglaries on 
the increase 


POLICE have warned residents to remain vig¬ 
ilant following a sharp rise in the number of 
burglaries across Harlow. 

A total of 11 incidents have been reported 
to police in recent weeks, several of which offi¬ 
cers say could have been prevented if house¬ 
holders had locked their UPVC front doors. 

Thieves first struck overnight on April 11, 
breaking into two properties in Lower 
Meadow and Barley Croft and making off 
with various items of electrical equipment. 

Then in the early hours of April 20, nine 
homes in Brays Mead, Rushes Mead, 
Shawbridge, Copse Hill, Hollyfield and 
Joyners Field were targeted and electrical 
equipment, jewellery and cash stolen. 

Investigating officer PC James Smith said: 
"Witnesses reported seeing two white men - 
one suspect wearing dark clothing with a hood 
and the other wearing a grey hooded jumper 
with a large Adidas logo on the front with dark 
jogging bottoms. 

"If you have UPVC doors, make sure you 
lock the door with the key, only then will your 
door be fully secure."

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Everyone's a winner 
on marathon Sunday

RUNNERS from the Star area 
were among more than 37,000 
helping to raise millions of 
pounds for charity by taking 
part in the London Marathon on 
Sunday. 

With the weather on their side, they 
set off in high spirits for the 26.2 mile 
run through the country’s capital as 
they finally put months of training 
into action. 

Jared Bethell (28), a personal trainer 
at Paringdon Sports Club, came out 
best of the bunch when he finished in 
a time of 2h 52m. “I’m very pleased 
and have been walking around with a 
big grin on my face since!” he said. 
Jared, who lives in Sawbridgeworth, 
is confident he’ll raise at least £2,000 
to be split between St Clare Hospice 
and the NSPCC. 

Kenny Smith (29), of Taylifers, and 
Kate Stanley (29), of Challinor, 
supported each other through injury 
and sickness to cross the line in 6h 
15m and raise more than £4,000 for 
disabled children’s charity Get Kids 
Going. 

“It was the hardest thing I’ve ever 
done but Kate picked me up and we 
crossed the line together,” said Kenny. 
Kate added: “I was throwing up at 
about mile 20 but apart from that I 
loved every second of it.” 

Former Star news editor Mark 
Fletcher says he has now officially 
retired from marathon running after 
completing the course in 4h 33m to 
raise more than £1,100 for the 
Environmental Investigation Agency. 
“The last 10 miles were the hardest 
thing I have ever tackled in my life,” 
he said. “I am so relieved it is over 
but also very proud of myself.” 

‘Mad Hatter’ Deb Butler raised more 
than £500 for the mental health 
charity Mind when she crossed the 
line with the rest of her Alice in 
Wonderland troupe after 6h 12m. 

“The day was amazing and the Mad 
Hatter costume a huge hit,” she said. 
“People were cheering and high 
fiving me as soon as they saw me!” 
Despite skipping and performing 



headstands throughout his 23rd 
marathon, Steve Hulcoop (67), of 
Five Acres, still finished in 4h 58m, 
while pal Andy Kitson (37), of 
Chapel Fields, completed the race in 
4hr 29m. Together the pair raised over 
£2,000 for Christian homeless charity 
Housing Justice. 

Asthma sufferer Andy Jamieson 
(40), of Canons Gate, proved that 
people suffering from the respiratory 
condition can still lead a normal life 
when he completed his first marathon 
in 6hrs 6m to raise more than £2,000 
for Asthma UK. 

“I am not going to worry the elite 
runners just yet but not bad for 
someone with bad asthma!” he said. 
Andy Smith (30), of Mark Hall 
Moors, said it had been worth the 
pain to raise £4,600 for Macmillan 
Cancer Support after completing the 
marathon in just under 5hrs. “I’m not 
sure I’ll be rushing to do one again 
any time soon though!” he added. 
Fundraisers at St Clare Hospice were 
thrilled after receiving a combined 
total of £22,000 from the 20 runners 
taking part on their behalf. 

“I cannot express how grateful I am 
to each and every one of the runners,” 
said events fundraiser Tracy Stratford. 
“This money will pay for six patients 
care for a week in our in-patient unit 
so thank you everyone!” 



Zumbathon delay 
works out well in 
the end for Pauly 

A CHARITY Zumbathon has raised £615 
which will be used to give women living with 
cancer a confidence boost. 
Sawbridgeworth-based beauty and holistic 
therapist Pauly Chaplin teamed up with 
three Zumba instructors to put 60 women 
through their paces and raise funds for the 
Fabulous and Beautiful programme for which 
Pauly is a volunteer. 

The scheme organises treatments including 
manicures and pedicures for cancer patients 
and also runs a reflexology clinic at St 
Margaret's Hospital in Epping. 

Pauly had originally organised the event for 
February but had to cancel because of heavy 
snowfall, something that turned out to be a 
blessing in disguise. “We had more time to 
get more people along,” said Pauly. 

"It was a fantastic event and I'm especially 
grateful to the instructors who gave up their 
time to help this good cause and to people 
who couldn't make the new date but still 
gave money.” 

Disability charity 
seeks daredevils 

A LOCAL disability charity is calling on 
thrillseeekers with a head for heights to 
abseil on its behalf at Harlow Tye Rotary 
Club's annual fundraiser.

Science Alive is working with the Friends 
of Harlow Museum to enable access to 
exhibits not on display for conservation 
and research purposes. 

It is wrong to suggest that Science Alive 
cannot run the museum service 
professionally. They have a sustainable 
business plan to run the new service and I 
would not have agreed to the tender if they 
did not.

A NEW initiative aimed at tackling 
Harlow’s "worrying" illiteracy rate 
has been launched by local MP 
Robert Halfon. 

According to Government figures, around 
13 per cent of adults living in the town have 
difficulty reading and writing - a statistic the 
Tory backbencher hopes to rewrite with his 
campaign. 

Dubbed ‘Reading with Rob’, the project 
will see Mr Halfon touring local primary 
schools, youth groups and libraries to speak 
to children about the importance of reading. 

He also plans to involve parents by invit¬ 
ing them to accompany their children to 
book groups and readings held across the 
town. 

"There is a big literacy problem in Harlow 
and I want to do all I can to promote the love 
of books and reading. 

"I spent a lot of time in hospital as a child 
and I used to read non-stop as a way of keep¬ 


ing myself entertained," he told the Star. 

"I grew up with books and feel that read¬ 
ing is the most important thing - even more 
important than maths. You cannot get by 
without being able to read.” 

Mr Halfon said he ultimately hoped to get 
publishers and high-profile authors involved 
with the campaign, which was officially 
launched at Kingsmoor Primary School ear¬ 
lier this week. 

"I read the Year 4s a chapter from one of 
my favourite books from my childhood - The 
Lion, The Witch & The Wardrobe by CS 
Lewis - and they were enthralled," he said. 

"My hope is that I can help inspire young¬ 
sters to pick up a book instead of watching 
TV or playing video games and I want par¬ 
ents, authors, schools, publishers and local 
writers’ groups to get involved. 

"Together, we can provide a brighter 
future for younger generations and help 
improve literacy rates across the town."

TO develop a school where pupils are 
reluctant to leave the classroom when 
the bell rings is a challenge facing 
every headteacher and their staff. 

Passmores Academy principal Vic 
Goddard, however, claims to have almost 
cracked it as he shows me around the 
school’s new multi-million pound building 
in Tracyes Road during its official opening 
by Education Secretary Michael Gove on 
Friday. 

"The new building is great and atten¬ 
dance is the highest it has ever been - we 
can’t kick them out at the end of the day 
anymore!" Vic explained with a chuckle. 

If my old school had been anything like 
the new Passmores, I doubt I would have 
rushed home every afternoon either. 

From the perfectly preened lawns fram¬ 
ing the entrance of the curved building - 
itself acting as a canvas for giant wooden 
letters spelling out the Passmores name - to 
the all-weather Tiger Turf sports pitch and 
extraordinary elliptical assembly hall, it is 
clear little expense has been spared on the 
school’s redesign.

In the eight months since moving from its 
old premises in Tendring Road, the school 
has gone from strength to strength, achiev¬ 
ing its best-ever exam results, taking on

academy status and becoming a household 
name after starring in hit Channel 4 docu¬ 
mentary Educating Essex - which was this 
week nominated for a Bafta Award. 

"It’s quite bizarre - these are the most 
surreal times," said Vic. 

"I think if we had been on TV doing 
something that was extraordinary or we had 
done it for the purpose of being on televi¬ 
sion, it would be different, but the fact is 
what was on TV was what we do every day. 

"There are schools up and down the 
country that do as good a job if not better - 
it’s just that we happened to be captured on 
television. 

“To think that I’m going to the Baftas 
because of it is just the weirdest thing, but 
hopefully it’s about the teaching profession 
not just about us." 

Finishing the tour in the large, central hall 
next to oversized wall paintings of the 
school’s house emblems, Vic insists that the 
school’s success is down to more than just 
bricks and mortar. 

"I think teaching is inherently about the 
skill of the teacher," he said. "Whether you 
are doing it in a shed or a state-of-the-art 
classroom, it is down to that individual 
teacher to make an impact." 

Vic added: "My hope is that staff are 
comfortable at the new school and now feel 
that there is nothing holding them back 
from doing what they want. 

"Though the building has helped, it is the 
people that have really made Passmores 
Academy what it is today."

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Man found 
dead at his 
home hit by 
killer blow

A MAN found dead at 
his home six years ago 
after being struck on 
the head was unlaw¬ 
fully killed, an inqu¬ 
est has ruled. 

The body of loner 
Michael Shipton (61) was 
discovered in the hallway 
of his home in The Plash- 
ets, Sheering, on March 25, 

2006. 

Initially his death was not 
treated as suspicious but a 
pathologist later found that he 
had died from forceable blows 
with a blunt object. 

Recording the verdict at Chelmsford 
Coroners Court last Wednesday, Essex assis¬ 
tant deputy coroner Tina Harrington said: “I 
am sure an individual or indeed more than 
one individual acted together in a joint crim¬ 
inal enterprise and the act - that is the blows 
he sustained - caused his death.” 

Police said Mr Shipton, known as Joe, 
had been attacked with a smooth, heavy 
weapon similar to a baseball bat. He suffered 
a fractured skull and his body and limbs had 
bruising and abrasions consistent with a 
struggle. 

There were also blood splatters which led 
forensic biologist Andrew Palmer to con¬ 
clude he had been assaulted. 

The inquest heard Mr Shipton, who lived 
alone, was last seen alive in his garden by a 
neighbour on March 24, 2006. The same 
evening a friend went round and found the 
back door open and no trace of Mr Shipton. 

He returned the next morning and found 
Mr Shipton lying in the hallway at the bot¬ 
tom of the stairs with blood on his head. 

Detective Chief Inspector Mark Hall, who 
took over responsibility for the case last year, 
said that at first the death did not seem sus¬ 
picious but after a post mortem investigation 
took place scenes of crime officers returned 
to the house and a murder inquiry was 
launched. 

He said there had been periodic reviews 
and the murder hunt continued to this day. 


The latest review began a few 
weeks ago although there were 
no active lines of inquiry at 
present. 

The Kent and Essex 
Police serious crime direc¬ 
torate was currently 
reviewing expert forensic 
evidence to see whether 
“further forensic opportu¬ 
nities” could be be 
exploited, he added. 

“Once that forensic 
review is completed in the 
next few weeks I will look 
at the findings with the orig¬ 
inal main lines of inquiry, 
looking again at individuals 
who were identified as of 
interest during the course of 
the investigation and see 
whether there are continuing and viable lines 
of inquiry which can be followed with a view 
to identifying an offender or offenders in this 
case,” said DCI Hall. 

Giving her verdict, the coroner said there 
were two significant pieces of evidence 
which pointed to the fact that Mr Shipton 
had been killed. 

The first was that the pathologist found he 
had bruising and cuts to the back of his right 
hand and injuries to his right knuckle which 
were consistent with a blow or forced impact 
against a hard object. 

In addition, there was deep bruising to his 
both shoulders, left chest and left hip, 
injuries which the pathologist said could 
have been the result of by a heavy backward 
fall but which could also have been caused 
by blows. 

The pathologist concluded that the head 
injuries were caused by a combination of 
“hard, forceable blows with a blunt object”. 

The coroner said the second significant 
piece of evidence was the forensic scientist’s 
report into blood splatters at the scene. 

Speaking after the inquest, Mr Shipton’s 
brother-in-law, John Taylor, said: “We are 
pleased the inquest has finally been held and 
that brings that side of things to a closure. 

“The police are clearly doing all they can. 
It’s difficult for them and we appreciate that. 
It’s heartening there's another review being 
carried out and we are still hopeful someone 
will be brought to justice.”

A total of 87.62 per cent 
have secured their child a 
space at their first choice 
school, with 6.43 per cent 
getting their second, and 
2.45 per cent their third. 

However, 3.5 per cent of 


parents could not be given 
any of their preferences and 
have been offered a place at 
the nearest school with 
space available. 

Stephen Castle, the coun¬ 
ty council’s cabinet member 
for education, said: “I am 
very pleased that so many 
parents received the news 
they wanted. 

“This result is down to a 
lot of hard work and I would 
like to thank everyone 


involved in the process - 
officers, schools and parents 
- for their efforts.” 

He added: “I wish all the 
children who will be starting 
school for the first time in 
September the best of luck 
as they start their educa¬ 
tion.” 

A total of 15,775 applica¬ 
tions were received by the 
county council, with around 
90 per cent of applications 
made online.

“Don Mitchell, who played the piano and 
always wore a hat because he had no hair, 
was responsible for getting the group 
together. Phil often also played solo; he 
was very good.” 

According to Bert he was the first 
secretary of the social club while the 
football team was run by his brother, Tom 
“That’s how it all started,” he said. “I 
used to go over and watch my brother’s 
team play. They were pretty good. The 
changing room was not much though so I 
remember I went to see the management 
to see if we could improve the club. 

“We started an extension fund, running 
raffles at work to raise money and it did 
not take long before the managers, 
having seen the club grow, agreed to pay 
for the extension. What we had raised 
ended up going on decoration and 
children’s parties.” 

He added: “The club went from strength 
to strength with football, cricket, archery, 
an outdoor shooting club, fishing trips 
and coach outings to shows in London 
and nightclubs in south Wales. It was by 
far the best social club around!”

MORE is less in Avengers Assemble , the 
special effects-laden amalgamation of four 
Marvel Comics franchises. 

Bringing together characters from Iron Man, 
Thor, Captain America and The Incredible 
Hulk, Joss Whedon’s frenetic romp deftly knits 
together plot strands from the earlier films and 
threads them with tongue-in-cheek humour. 
There’s a clear presumption that audiences will 
have seen the pictures that inspire this battle 
royale, accounting for a paucity of fresh 
character development which undermines the 
relationship between the two heroes without a 
franchise. 

However, while psychological substance may 
be thin, exhilarating action-packed sequences 
abound, choreographed at breakneck pace by 
writer-director Whedon who knows how to 
seamlessly meld live action with digital trickery 


for maximum impact. 

Interestingly, he keeps the Avengers disjointed 
for most of the film, only bringing everyone 
together in the same location for the protracted 
final showdown to decide mankind’s fate - and 
the likelihood of a sequel. 

Thor’s evil brother Loki (Tom Hiddleston) plots 
to exterminate mankind by harnessing the 
power of the pulsating Tesseract cube. Aided 
by an army of aliens, he steals the artefact from 
the subterranean headquarters of the 
international peacekeeping agency S.H.I.E.L.D, 
and enslaves scientist Selvig (Stellan Skarsgard) 
and ace marksman Hawkeye (Jeremy Renner) 
to do his nefarious bidding. 

In response, Nick Fury (Samuel L Jackson), 
director of S.H.I.E.L.D, declares war on Loki, to 
the dismay of fellow agents Maria Hill (Cobie 
Smulders) and Phil Coulson (Clark Gregg). 
Desperate times call for innovative measures 
and Fury scours the globe for the ultimate team 
of superheroes, uniting the inflated egos and 


rippling muscles of Iron Man (Robert Downey 
Jr), The Incredible Hulk (Mark Ruffalo), Thor 
(Chris Hemsworth), Captain America (Chris 
Evans) and Black Widow (Scarlett Johansson). 
Avengers Assemble doesn’t quite scale the 
dizzy heights of the original Iron Man but for 
almost two-and-a-half hours we’re entertained 
and energised by Whedon’s distinctive vision of 
the Marvel universe. 

The writer-director gifts many of the best lines 
to Downey Jr, including a belting quip about 
Thor’s olde worlde vernacular. There is also a 
lovely moment when Thor attempts to defend 
the actions of Loki, only to learn that his 
scheming sibling has killed 80 people in two 
days. 

And when Ruffalo mutates into the not-so-jolly 
green giant, the final battle becomes hilariously 
one-sided. “Hulk smash!” he growls .Avengers 
Assemble is simply smashing.

April Market Report 


Spring 2012 is already turning out to 
be rather unusual. This is traditionally a 
time of intense activity yet, despite the 
fact that we are indeed seeing an 
increase in the number of buyers 
registering with us (which is certainly 
keeping our negotiators busy), there 
has not been a corresponding increase 
in the number of new properties 
coming to market to keep up with this 
demand. 

This scenario seems to be the case 
across the UK where transaction levels 
are 30% down from their 2007 peak 
and has actually helped to maintain 
prices. According to Rightmove, the 
average asking price rose 2.9% last 
month representing a 3.4% annual 
increase. However, this is substantially 
affected by the unusual Central London 
market where prices are now 14.9% 
above their May 2008 peak. Without 
this influence, the national figure 
actually shows a decrease of 4.5%. And 
remember these are asking prices not 
necessarily those achieved! 


So be careful how you interpret 
national data! If you are selling, by all 
means take advantage of the fact that 
the market is slightly under-supplied.

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Aston oozes power and glory

P AYING homage to the past without 
being enslaved by it is no easy task. 
All car manufacturers face this particular 
problem with their latest products, 
needing to balance progress of the brand 
but without jumping too far ahead and 
leaving behind customers who love the 
current cars. 

It’s an even bigger problem for someone 
like Aston Martin, a firm steeped in 
history and with a brand image that is 
intimately tied to past products. The 
classic DB5/6 is one of the most famous 
cars in the world thanks to its association 
with a certain secret agent. But how does 
that help you sell a new car? 

Spend a few minutes drinking in the 
details of this DBS Carbon Edition and 
you can’t help thinking that Aston 
Martin has got it absolutely spot on. It 
starts with the grille and its distinctive 
shape that echoes those classic 1950s 
and 1960s icons. But sandwiching that is 
a carbon fibre splitter and LED 
headlights, details that have 21st century 
written all over them. 

This Carbon Edition also adds the choice 
of diamond-turned alloy wheels with two 
possible finishes, carbon fibre door 
mirrors and rear light surrounds. There 
are two unique colours to this model, too 
- Ceramic Grey or Flame Orange, all of

which go through a 25-hour hand 
finishing proves. The DBS usually wears 
more sober shades but this is the 
ultimate DB9 and the vibrant paint 
draws out the sensuous curves. 

Climbing inside always brings with it a 
sense of occasion. The flip-up door 
handles are a triumph of style over 
function; yes they are a little more 
awkward to use than a normal handle 
but it is so worth it for the looks. Pop the 
handle and the doors swing out and up, 
easing your entry but also looking very 
slick. 

In the cabin the DBS Carbon Edition 
unsurprisingly adds yet more carbon 


fibre, this time laid over the top of the 
dashboard while the lower half is 
finished in piano black. The roof lining 
is also finished in quilted leather, 
meaning every surface is a visual and 
tactile treat. 

On a more practical level the DBS also 
now receives the upgraded Garmin sat- 
nav system which is a big improvement 
on the old set up which was getting on a 
little. 

These enhancements certainly add to the 
sense of occasion that comes as standard 
with an Aston Martin and particularly 
the DBS, and act as the perfect appetiser 
to the driving experience. The starting 


routine remains the same, slotting the 
sapphire glass oblong key into the centre 
of the dashboard, followed by a rapid 
whirr and a snarl as the magnificent V12 
fires into life. This is a sporting GT car, 
effectively at the top of the Aston range 
and therefore nothing less than 12- 
cylinders will do. 

Getting going requires a simple push of 
the D button in a Touchtronic II- 
equipped model and dropping the fly-off 
handbrake which is a lovely nod to older 
Astons. 

The DBS has the Sport suspension mode 
as standard so starting off in the default 
mode gives you ride quality more 
comfortable than you might expect. It’s 
no limousine, of course - you know the 
bumps are there but they don’t disturb, 
so you are always aware of the road 
beneath you. And in this mode it can do 
what it should be capable of, namely 
covering long distances with ease and in 
fine style. So you might need to refuel 
fairly regularly, but parking up once in a 
while to admire the view is no hardship. 
But you’ll want to explore the sporty 
side to the DBS, and punching the Sport 
button sharpens the throttle response as 
well as tightening up the dampers. A 
flick of the paddles gives you control 
over the gearbox and immediately you 
can feel the car tighten up, ready for 
action. 


If you’ve not done so already, exercising 
that big VI2 is a lesson in how a 
mechanical thing can live and breathe; 
the Aston delivers a series of thrilling 
sounds from its exhaust pipes, piling on 
speed relentlessly and egging you on to 
push harder. The raw figures say plenty 
- 191mph and 0-62mph in 4.3 seconds - 
but it feels faster than that. 

Then you have the carbon ceramic 
brakes that shed the speed time after 
time with consummate ease, allowing 
you to charge up to a bend in complete 
confidence. And when you ease the DBS 
into that bend you have the classic front- 
engined, rear-wheel drive set-up to 
inspire confidence. 

But this is still a modem car with two- 
stage ESP to suit your confidence and 
the conditions, and so it grips and 
communicates as well as you would 
hope. Ultimately it may not be quite as 
fast as its younger rivals but it’s for you 
to decide whether that is more important 
than the size of your grin as you exit a 
bend, rear tyres lit up and 6.0-litres of 
muscle roaring away. 

At this end of the pricing scale it’s all 
about sensations, the experience and 
how a car makes you feel. The DBS is 
unutterably pretty, scintillating in its 
speed and is dripping with charisma and 
presence. 

That should be enough to please anyone.

"The reason the 
BOA brought their by-law is that because 
four-year bans for a serious drug offence 
turned into two. Two years is simply not 
enough. It's too lenient. It sends out the 
wrong kind of message. 

"An athlete should miss one Olympic 
cycle if they test positive for drugs. 
"What the world needs to do is to unite 
and introduce four-year bans. Then we 
would be in a much stronger position."

In the last 200m, Canaan then pro¬ 
duced a burst of speed to beat Milner 
(2nd in 16:28) and Lonsdale (3rd in 
16:29). 

The pair had both beaten Canaan in 
the All-England Schools Cross Country 
Championships in March. 

His coach John Stow said: “He came 
into this race after only a few sessions in 
the last 10 days. 

“This win was a testament to his 
desire to compete at the highest level 
and his mental ability to rise to the big 
occasion. In my eyes this was his finest 
victory.”

Thumbs up for 
anti-doping lab 


THE Harlow-based 
Olympic Games anti- 
doping laboratory - 
where up to 6,250 sam¬ 
ples will be tested dur¬ 
ing the Olympic and 
Paralympic Games - 
has been granted 
accreditation by the 
World Anti-Doping 
Agency (WADA) follow¬ 
ing a series of rigorous 
tests to establish its 
analysis credentials. 

The WADA accreditation 
process, which spanned a 
two-year period, is the final 
seal of approval for the lab¬ 
oratory, which is provided 
by GlaxoSmithKline (GSK) 
and operated by King's 
College London at the New 
Frontiers Science Park in 
Pinnacles. 

“Achieving WADA accredi¬ 
tation means that the London 
2012 anti-doping laboratory 



will operate to the highest stan¬ 
dards of sample analysis dur¬ 
ing the Olympic and 
Paralympic Games,” said 
WADA President John Fahey. 

“Doping athletes must know 
that there is a very good 
chance they will be tested this 
summer and that everything 
scientifically possible - and 
with the assistance of growing 
intelligence - will be done to 
make sure that their efforts to 
cheat are detected by the 
experts at the laboratory.” 

Up to 400 samples will be 
analysed each day at the 
Harlow site during the 
Olympic and Paralympic 
Games, which is more than at 
any other Games in history. 


Around 50 per cent of ath¬ 
letes will be tested at the 
Olympic Games, including 
every medallist, while the 
shortest test turnaround time 
will be 24 hours. 

The laboratory, which meas¬ 
ures the size of seven tennis 
courts, will be in operation 24 
hours a day, seven days a week. 

“The WADA accreditation is 
a green light signal that the lab 
is ready,” said London 2012 
head of anti-doping Jonathan 
Harris. 

“The successful partnership 
between London 2012, GSK 
and King’s has enabled us to 
present to WADA a brilliant 
laboratory for King’s to oper¬ 
ate at the Games.” 

The accreditation process 
was based on two international 
standards - ISO/IEC 17025, 
and the International Standard 
for Laboratories. 

It involved several site visits 
to the GSK complex from 
WADA’s Science Department 
and the ISO/IEC accrediting 
body with assessments focused 


on the facility, equipment, pro¬ 
cedures and staffing during 
three formal inspections and 
dummy sample testing. 

More than 1,000 London 
2012 staff will work within the 
anti-doping process and a team 
of more than 150 anti-doping 
scientists will carry out the 
testing at the laboratory, led 
independently by Professor 
David Cowan, who is head of 
King’s College London Drug 
Control Centre. 

“I am thrilled to receive offi¬ 
cial accreditation from WADA 
at such an early stage,” said 
Cowan. “We have demonstrated 
that everything is in place and 
we are well prepared to deliver 
robust testing for the Games. 

“This accreditation provides 
recognition of our ability to 
operate an effective anti-dop¬ 
ing laboratory.” 

The anti-doping pro¬ 
grammes driven by London 
2012 during the Games will 
also create a legacy of knowl¬ 
edge about anti-doping opera¬ 
tions and processes.
